Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 17-26 and 28-40 allowed. 

As to claims 17-26 and 28-40, the prior of record, taken alone or in combination, 
fails to disclose or render obvious a device for automatically detecting at least one 
centering characteristic of an ophthalmic lens fitted in a spectacle frame comprising a 
support for receiving said spectacle frame which is displaceable in translation along two 
mutually perpendicular axes and at least one positioning pointer for forming a 
positioning image on first acquisition and analysis means, and means for processing 
said positioning image and for deducting therefrom the position of said support in a 
stationary frame of reference, in combination with the rest of the limitations of claim 1 7.
